Becauſe they do not Gage the Brewers by the right Standard-Gal- 
lon, as appeereth by theſe Statutes following, 

Firſt, the Ordivance, for Meafures made In Ircerrs rewporibus,and 
printed amongftthe Statutes made the XVIII. Amro Edu 2. by the 
conſent of the u hole Realm of E-g/and the Meaſures of our Sovereign 
Lord the King are mad», viz An Engliſh Penny, called a Sterling, 
round and without clipping, ſhall weigh 32 M heat-corns, in the 
midſt of the Ear, and XXd ſhall make an Ounce, and 12 Ounces 
one pound, and $1 ſhall makes Gallon of Wine, and 8 Gallons of 
Wine ſhall make a buſbel London, which is the cighth part of a 
Quarter.

True it is, there was made in Hen. che 7 th time, a Standar'-2uhel, 
and a Standard Gallon, zccording to the Ailize for dry thi: gr, as 
Corn, &c. By which the Bulhels and Gallons of Market Towns was 
to be fized and made. There was likewiſe made at the ſame time the 
ommon Bufhell all which Meaſures ate at this day in the Exche- 
nuer- This common Bulhell is digger then the Standard-Buthell 
pr Corn by one 18 part, = that it holds 8 Gallons according to 
| 3 288 
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2 88 and not according to 272 Bahn. lache Gallom of which 
make the Standard Buſhel for Corn,c.So that the Coopers Barrels 
are to be made according to the Gallon conteining 288. Cubicall 
Inches, of which 8 Gallone make the common Buſhell to bee uſed in 
this Realm · So that by the Standard · Oallon in the body of the AR 
cannot be meant the Gallon containing 272 Cubicall- Inches So 
as to that Gallon this Proviſo doth not conclude the body of the AR. 
2, This proviſo explaineth what is meant by the Standard- Gallon 
in the Body of the Act. And neceffarily concluderh the Wine-Gal- 
lon, to be the Standara - Gallon there mentioned: for this Common- 
Butt ll is the ſame with the Vucheſter Buſhell : The which Bulhell 
Holdeth Ale: quarts, or Wincheſter-quarts.

The which Water-meaſure 
is to contain five pecks of the Standard, railed and ſtricken; that is 
five pecks Wine-meaſure; ſo that ir appeateth by chat Statarte, that 
the Wine-Gallon is the Standard- Gallun. For that 10 Gallons Wines 
meaſure, make 8 Gallons Water-meaſure, wh ch is the Common- 
Buſhell, or Wincheſter-Buſhell uſed in all place · , chroughout this 
Realm, on the Wacer, or Ship-board, So that it con ludet h the 
Statute, and cxplaineth whit is meant by the Standard. Gallon, in 
the body of the AR. viz. The Wine-Galion b. which the Coopers 
barrells are to be made. As appeareth. 23. Hen. g. cap. 4. But yet 
with a reſpect to the aſſe, ſpecitied in «be treatiſe called Compoſitis 
menſurarum Which Treatiſe I» now not to be f. und ( Tempus edax 
rerum) hath ſwallowed it up.

Lyon but a Novice in the Art of Gaging , miſtaking: the 
Standard · Gallon, took that for the Ale Gallon, which was made for 
no other end but to be a meaſure by which the buſhels to meaſure 
corn, (ſhould be made ; for it chat were the Srendard-Gallor, 23 Mr. 
Len by a mifialde ſo calleeh ie, and the Commiſſioneri and Farmers 
in their anſwer do affirm and a ſſert to ba: then all Buſhells and Gal 
lons of Towns Corporate, which do not agrer with ir, ought by the 
AR ofthe 13 of Hey, 5. cap. g. to be broken. So that then likewiſe 
the Wine · Galton le felf muſt be broken, becauſe it containeth 41 Cu- 
bicall-· Inches leſſe then the Corn-gallon, which Mr. Lyes calleth 
the Stardard-Gallen. The miſtakę of which Cornu -Gallou for the 
Standard- Gallam occationed learned M. 40 affirm te Ale- 
Gallon to comein but 272 Cubicall- Inches, and that contrary 
to the opinion of M. Gunter, M. Goodwin, M. Reynolds, 
M. Bond, and all the ancient and late AH and Mathematici- 
an: of England, For as learned Mr. Grave: Profefſor of the faths- 
michi in the Univerfity of Oxford, in bis Treatife of Devarias ob- 
ſarveth ; That there are three Stanilavds in this Nation the Stun- 
dard of the Tower which agreeth with the W ine-Gellen, the Stan- 
dard of Wincheſter which agreeth with the Ale-Gallon, the Standard 
af che Exchequer which agreeth wich the Corn - Gallon · So Accu-
